SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Feb. 25— 
Federal mine experts declared 
here today that Illinois coal mine 
operators have placed efficiency 
ahead of safety. The federal men 
also denounced Illinois mine laws 
as “manifestly inadequate” and 
added that enforcement of the 
laws on the books had failed. 

M. J. Ankeny, chief of the coal 
mine inspection branch of the 
United States Bureau of Mines, 


presented a joint report by him- 
self and James Westfield, chief 
of the bureau’s regional accident 
prevention bureau, at the reopen- 
ing of public hearings by the IIli- 
nois Mining Investigation Com- 
mission, 

The commission is investigating

Ventilation ‘Secondary.’ 


“In the planning of mine opera- 
tions in Illinois, attention has 
been concentrated on laying out 
mines for maximum production 
efficiency, with only secondary 
consideration having been given 
to problems of safe mine ventila- 
tion,” Ankeny said. 

“The management of most IIli- 
nois mines do not have the 
healthy respect for explosive gas 
that they should have.” 

In somo of the older mines, 
he said, radical changes would be 
required before sufficient air 
could be delivered to working 
sections to make them safe. New 
airways would have to be driven 
in some cases, he said, 

Ankeny declared that the Mli- 
nois coal industry has “a great 
investment in unsafe electrical 
equipment.” He added that much 
equipment has been allowed to 
deteriorate to the point where 
it no longer affords the protec- 
tion it should. 

“Manifestly Inadequate.” 


. In reviewing the explosion at 
Orient No. 2 and the blast which 
killed 111 at Central in 1947, the 
federal experts said: “One can- 
not study these disasters without 
coming to the conclusion that the 
state mining laws were manifest- 
ly inadequate or that the enforce- 
ment of such laws had failed.” 

Pointing out that the Illinois 
Jaw governing the control of coal 
dust had been amended since the 
Centralia disaster, they expressed 
the opinion that the law as it now 
stands ‘: “adequate, if rigidily 
enforced, to eliminate the possi- 
bility of widespread disasters,” 
but the Orient mine, they empha- 
sized, had not used enough rock 
dust (powdered limestone) to 
make the mixture of rock and 
coal dust non-explosive. 

“Had the provisions of the Illi- 
nois law been enforced with re- 
spect to the coal dust hazard,” 
they said, “the explosion at the 
Orient No. 2 Mine would prob- 
ably have been confined to the 
panel in which it originated and 
the total casualties may have been 
the 19 who were working in the 
panel at the time.” 

Company View Rejected. 


In trying to account for the ex- 
cessively high combustibility of 
the mine’s coal dust, as analyzed 
after the explosion, the manage- 
ment gave the excuse. that airdox 
lines—pipes carrying compressed 
air for dislodging coal— were 
smashed in the blast, and the air 
thus reieased pulverized so much 
coal the originally adequate rock

SCOTTISH MISTAKE 
IF YANK PIPES ARE 
IN WRONG TARTAN 


SOMEWHERE IN KOREA, Feb. 
25 (AP)—The United States Sec- 
ond Division says a Scottish bag- 
pipe makeer is to blame if its 
new bagpipes are made with the 
wrong tartan. 

The division ordered new pipes 
from Glasgow to replace ones 
lost in the savage battle of Kunu 
in November 1950, when the mu- 
sicians threw down their instru- 
ments and grabbed rifles. 

The original pipers have been 
rotated home and new pipers 
have been trained. 

The British press recently 
learned about the division’s bag- 
pipe section and skirled up a 
fuss. The British got the im- 
pression the band was wesring 
kilts and, worse, that the kilts 
were in the Royal Stuart tartan, 
reserved for the royal family and 
a few famed Scottish regiments. 
The band has no kilts, but has 
some on order from Glasgow. No 
one here is expert enough to 
know if the plaid on the bagpipe 
bags is Royal Stuart tartan. If it 
is, said a spokesman, the division 
will s¢end the pipes to Japan and 
have the pattern changed. 


BUILDING.CONTROLS 
ON PARTLY-FINISHED 
STRUCTURES EASED 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (UP)— 
The Government relaxed controls 
on building materials today for 
the second time in a week. 

Secretary of Commerce Charles 
Sawyer announced a new policy 
under which work may be re- 
sumed on all types of partly-con- 
structed buildings—except those 
for amusement and recreational 
purposes—which have been held 
up by the mobilization program. 

Sawyer said the National Pro- 
duction Authority “is now start- 
ing” to issue authorizations for 
such work, and “will allow the 
resumption of construction on 
every partially-constructed build- 
ing in the United States for which 
application to continue work has 
been filed with the NPA.”

United States Senator Estes 
Kefauver (Dem.), Tennessee, said 
today he expects to receive 
“strong support” in Missouri in 
his campaign for the Democratic 
presidential somination, if Presi- 
dent Truman decides against 
seeking re-election. 

At present Kefauver said he 
has no definite plans to cam- 
paign personally in Truman’s 
home state, although he added 
“some efforts will be made in 
my behalf.” He indicated he 
might make a personal campaign 
in Missouri, if the President does 
not run. 

The 48-year-old southerner, who 
gained nation-wide attention as 
chairman of the Senate commit- 
tee which investigated organized 
crime in 1950, was in St. Louis 
to address the third general ses- 
sion of the American ASsociation 
of School Administrators at Kiel 
Auditorium. 

Not a Campaign Trip. 

At an interview while he break- 
fasted in his suite at Hotel Jef- 
ferson, Kefauver emphasized that 
his one-day visit to the city ‘(he 
arrived early this morning and 
will leave this evening) is not a 
campaign trip. 

“This is not a political trip,” 
he said. “I had made this speak- 
ing engagement before I an- 
nounced my candidacy for the 
presidential nomination. 

“T have no engagements to talk 
with Democratic leaders in St. 


Louis today, but I shall be only}. 


too glad to confer with any of 
them, if the opportunity presents 
itself. 

“Whether Truman seeks re- 
election, or not, I am in the race 
to the finish. I am not, however, 
running as an antagonist of the 
President. I have supported most 
of the programs of the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Truman.”

Asked about reports from 
Washington that friends of Tru- 
man are becoming worried over

ROAD CENTER IN

Hoa Binh Is Abandoned 
in First Major Retreat 
in 15 Months After 
Communists Bypass It 
on West.

| SAIGON, Indochina, Feb. 25 
(AP)—The French last night an- 
mounced tieir first major retreat 
in north Indochina in 15 months 
—abandonment of thé key high- 
way center of Hoa Binh and with- 
drawal of 20,000 soldiers into a 
much-shortened perimeter around 
Hanoi. 

The French had said, after 
capturing Hoa Binh in mid-No- 
vember, they would never let Ho 
Chi Minh’s Communist-led Viet- 
minh guerrillas get it back. 
Forty miles southwest of Hanoi, 
the town was a key point on the 
= north-south supply 
route. , 


French Commander Gen. Raoul 
Salan told reporters last night 
the battle-devastated town was no 
longer of strategic importance, 
partly because the Communists 
had bypassed it on the west with 
roads over which Red China is 
pouring in increasing amounts of 
war supplies, 


Route 6 Also Abandoned. 

Along with the abandonment of 
Hoa Binh, the French withdrew 
from colonial route No. 6, the 
main supply road .to the town. 
This cut the Hanoi defense per- 
imeter from 500 to 375 miles. 

Salan said French and Viet 
Namese troops were now con- 
centrated in the Red river delta 
around Hanoi, and this would be 
held as a beachhead unti] they 
can open a big-scale offensive. 
Though he hinted this might 
come within three or four months, 
observers felt the French and 
Viet Namese troops now would 
be on the defensive in the north 
for some time. 

Though Salan called Hoa Binh 
unimportant, its abandonment 
was expected to have a marked 
psychological effect on the Indo- 
chinese, It is the first major

The fall of the strategic town 
gives the Vietminh an excellent 
propaganda weapon and a chance 
to shout victory. Abandonment 
by the French of the network of 
defenses a long Route 6 and Hoa 
Binh also opens the way for a 
possible big Vietminh push on 
Hanoi itself. 

Withdrawal Under Fire. 
Salan said the withdrawal from 
the town, under heavy enemy ar- 
tillery and mortar fire, began 
Friday night and was completed 
at noon yesterday. French losses 
were listed at about 170 wounded. 
The general said the French 
had achieved their main objective 
in holding Hoa Binh—7000 Viet 
minh killed and 15,000 wounded 
during the three months, as com- 
pared with French losses of 349 
— 835 wounded and 404 miss- 


g. 
Since the French took the town 
in a mid-November offensive, 
there have been constant Viet- 
minh attacks on ‘the garrison 
there and along the road. 
Salan denied Hoa Binh was 
“too costly” to hold. This view 
directly contradicts the opinion 
of the late Marshal Jean de 
Lattre de Tassigny, who an- 
nounced in November that the 
taking of Hoa Binh was a major 
victory for the French, splitting 
the Vietminh forces and prevent- 
ing them from using the road 
to supply their forces in north 
central Viet Nam. 
Hao Binh lies on the west bank 
of the Black river, a big. tribu- 
tary of the Red river, which flows 
through Hanoi to the sea. It is 
the provincial capital for hun- 
dreds of thousands of Muong 
mountain tribesmen, many of 
whom have fought alongside the 
French against the Reds. The 
town has a vast reservoir of rice, 
salt and other essentials. 

Reds Quickly Repair Roads. 

Asked why the French failed to 
break up the Vietminh’s new road 
construction west of Hoa Binh, 
Salan said his bombers had fre- 
quently cut the new roads but 
that he lacked enough planes to 
keep them cut. He explained that 
the Vietminh, using an army of 
coolies, had managed to repair 
the roads quickly and now had 
new channels to funnel in war 
supplies from China. ° 

French intelligence sources 
said last month that the Vietminh 
was using a human chain of near- 
ly 50,000 coolies to move a mas- 
sive amount of aid through moun- 
tain passes along a 200-mile route 
from Red China. They added that 
French bombers were taking a 
heavy toll in strafing these sup- 
ply links.

Careful Study Requested. 


Allied staff officers in Panmun- | 
jon asked the Reds to study the 
proposal carefully and reply later.

Armament Inspection Plan.

The cok specifies that “this 
shall not be construed as author- 
izing inspections or examinations 
of any secret designs or charac- 
teristics of any combat aircraft, 
armored vehicles, weapons and 
ammunition.” 

The Reds, who advocate a more 
thorough inspection, replied only: 
“We have fully expressed our 
views on this matter.” 

No Progress on Ports. 

The staff officers made no 
progress toward agreeing on the 
number of ports of entry to be 
checked on each side. 

North Korean Col. Chang Chun 
twice referred to the Red pro- 
posal of five ports as “our rea- 
sonable and final compromise.” 

In arguing for the Allied pro- 
posal of six ports, Col. Don Dar- 
row declared: 

“Six ports of entry imposes no 
inconveniences on you. Since we 
have reduced our requirement 
from 12 to six, each port takes 
on additional importance to us.”

JAPANESE VISITOR 
TO BRING TRUMAN 
A SUIT OF ARMOR 


TOKYO, Feb. 25 (AP)—A Jap- 
anese will sail for America Sun- 
day bearing a suit of armor for 
President Truman. The suit is 
made of hammered iron, protects 
the wearer down to the ankles, 
and comes complete with a gold 
and brass helmet. 

Tomozo Ogawa, president of the 
pro-American party in Japan will 
deliver the present. He said it 


might be a snug fit but “Mr. 
Truman can squeeze into it if he 
wishes.” 


The gift is about 650 years old, 
and valued at $9700. 

Ogawa, who publicly advocates 
Japan becoming the forty-ninth 
state of the United States, is

BROADCASTS OF 
HOUSE HEARNES 


Speaker Says Such TV 
and Radio Programs 
Are Not Au"horized by 
Rules.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (UP)— 
House Speaker Sam Rayburn dis- 
closed today he has barred tele- 


vision and radio broadcasts of 
hearings before House commit- 
tees. 

Rayburn (Dem.), Texas, said he 

had told all House committee 
chairmen that such broadcasts 
are not authorized under House 
rules. 
Rayburn made the announce- 
ment at a press conference when 
asked about reports from Detroit 
that a proposed TV broadcast of 
an un-American Activities Com- 
mittee hearing there had been 
blocked on his orders. 

Although Rayburn said _ the 
policy was not new, he said he 
recently informed committee 
chairmen of it with the result 
that projected TV broadcasts of 
recent tax scandal hearings and 
an investigation of the Katyn 
forest massacre were blocked. 

Asked if the rule applies also 
to radio, Rayburn said it doves. 

The question specifically was 
whether “there is any authority 
for radio broadcasts.” 

Rayburn’s reply was: “I don’t 
think so.” 

He said he interpreted the TV 
bar to cover also the shooting of 
films for delayed broadcast. 

Later, House Republican Leader 
Joseph W, Martin Jr., of Massa- 
chusetts, raised a “parliamentary 
inquiry” whether Rayburn was 
within his rights. Martin, who 
was speaker during the Eightieth 
Congress, said on the House floor 
he thought the question of pub- 
licity at committee hearings was 
a matter that should be left to the 
committees themselves. 

Rayburn, who was presiding, 
replied that the House rules do 
not permit Radio or TV broad- 
casts. He cited a rule which 
specifically provides that rules of 
the House shall also be the rules 
e he committees as far as prac- 

cal. 


Explaining his attitude, Ray- 
burn said that if the House wants 
to permit televising or broadcast- 
ing of committee sessions, the 
House can change it rules. There 
have been some TV and radio 
broadcasts of committee sessions 
in the past. But Rayburn said 
they were “without my knowledge 
or consent.” 

The House bar doés not affect 
the Senate. Each body makes its 
own rules.

Decision Against Julius 
and Ethel Rosenberg’ 


Unanimous—Pair Gave | 
Secrets to Reds. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 25 (AP)— 
The United States Court of Ap- 
peals unanimously affirmed today 
the death penalty imposed on 
atom spies Julius and Ethel 
Rosenberg. 

The couple has been kept in 
the death nouse at Sing Sing 
prison since conviction of funnel- 
ing atomic secrets to Soviet 
agents. 

The appeals court decision was 
announced by the court clerk’s 
office. 

Decision by Judge Jerome Frank. 

The decision was written by 
Judge Jerome N. Frank and con- 
curred in by Judges Thomas W. 
Swan and Harrie B, Chase. 

The conviction of Morton So- 


bell, 34-year-old radar and elec- 
tronics expert, sentenced to 30 
years in prison after the joint 
trial, was upheld by a two-to-one 
vote of the court. Judge Frank 
dissented, holding that Sobell 
should have been granted a sepa- 
rate trial and should therefore 
be granted a new trial, Sobell is 
appealing. 

The death penalty, imposed 
on the Rosenbergs after a federal 
court trial, was described as the 
first such penalty ever meted out 
in peacetime by a civilian court 
in the United States for espio- 
nage. 


Basis of Appeal. 


The husband-and-wife spy team 
appealed on the ground the pen- 
alty constituted “cruel and un- 
usual punishment.” 

The Rosenbergs, parents of 
two young sons, were sentenced 
last April 5. They still may ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court. 

The date for their execution 
never was set, pending outcome 
of appeal. 

The 34-year-old Rosenberg was 
an electronics engineer. His wife, 
36, was convicted of conspiring 
with him to “commit espionage on 
behalf of the Soviet Government 
from June 1944 to June 1950.” 
They were members of the same 
spy ring of which British physicist ; 
Dr. Klaus Fuchs was an impor- 
tant cog. 

At their trial, Mrs. Rosenberg’s 
brother, David Greenglass, 29, 
testified for the Government and 
helped send his sister and broth- 
er-in-law to the death house. 
Greenglass, a former Army ser- 
geant who once worked at the 
Los Alamos atomic project, got 
off with a 15-year penalty for his 
confessed part in the spying. 

Comments of U. S. Judge. 

In sentencing the Rosenbergs, 
United States District Judge 
Irving R. Kaufman told the pair: 

“I consider your crime worse 
than murder. I believe your con- | 
duct in putting into the hands of 
the Russians the A-bomb before 
our best scientists predicted Rus- 
sia would perfect the bomb has 
already caused the Communist 
aggression in Korea with the re- 
suitant casualties exceeding 50,000

treason.”

Louis time)—and slipped off the 
eastern side at 12:30 a.m.—(4:30 
a.m. St. Louis time). 
The eclipse also was partly visi- 
ble in nearby areas outside the 
arc of the total blackout. In Cairo, 
70 per cent of the sun was cov- 
ered. Londoners also watched, 
and called it a pretty good show. 
The United States, still in dark- 
ness, didn’t see anything. 

Sudanese officials have used ra- 
dio, newspapers’ and word of 
mouth to tell the country’s primi- 
tive tribes of the blackout. They 
hoped to avoid a panic from the 
darkness before noon. 

To most natives, the eclipse was 
a manifestation of gods or devils. 
To appease them, they slit the 
throats of bulls as a sacrifice. 
The scientists’ findings won't 
be known for months, after elabo- 
rate computations and study of 
the numerous photographs and 
recordings. Here are some of the 
things they hope to find out: 


| 1, What's behind the sun. When 
the orb is in full blaze, its light 
blets out the less visible stellar 
bodies behind it. With the bright 
sunlight reduced and finally cut 
off, things around it and farther 


whether the sun’s gravity field 
bends light rays from stars pass- 
ing close to it, making those stars 
look where they aren't, as Ein- 
stein reasoned 37 years ago. 

3. How wrong are some dis- 
tances shown on today’s maps. 
Even if they are only a few hun- 
dred feet off, that could make a 
vast difference in the lopming 
age of remote-controlled planes 
and rockets. 

Checking on Einstein. 

To check Einstein, one team 
photographed the field around the 
sun while it was dark. Several 
months later they will snap the 
same stars, at night, from the 
same spot. If Einstein was right, 
the photographs should show the 
stars in different spots on the 
two photographs.

In Hindu lore, an eclipse is a 
evil moment because Rahu, t 
head of a giant demon whom t 
gods once cut in two, is trying 
to avenge himself by eating up 
the sun. 

At Kurukshetra, site of a holy 
lake 85 miles north of New Delhi, 
more than 200,000 pilgrims as- 
sembled to watch the eclipse and 
take sin-freeing baths.

The United States 
Office of Education, he said, does 
not have power commensurate 
with its responsibilities and 
should be transformed into an 
“independent, over-all policy- 
making and co-ordinating body.”

Third as Much on Schools. 


“During a comparable period, 
we spent around four and three- 
quarter billions for the education 
of 25,000,000 boys and girls of 
school age. In other words, around 
15 billions went for these lux- 


uries, while a third of that 
amount went for children’s edu-

Ankeny dismissed this theory 
in one curt sentence. 


“In my opinion the severity of 
the explosion was not increased 
in the slightest degree by the 
airdox equipment,” he declared. 
Ankeny and Westfield in their 
jcint statement said the tendency 
in Illinois mines has been to con- 
centrate on reaping all the eco- 
ynomie benefits of mechanization 
without making the necessary 
concessions to safe operation. 


“Mechanized mining, if proper- 
ly planned and adequately regu- 
lated, can be made safe as hand- 
mining,” they insisted. “The gen- 
eral mining laws of the state have 
failed, however, to keep pace with 
the technological advances in 
coal mining.” 

Laxity on Smoking. 


The Illinois law against smok- 
ing in gaseous mines is not gen- 
erally being enforced, the federal 
experts continued. Difficulty in 
maintaining discipline in this re- 
gard “is unedrstandable when you 
consider that little, if any, effort 
has been made to keep other ob- 
vious sources of arcs, sparks and 
flame out of return air.” 


In mines where such precau- 
tions are taken, the no-smoking 
rule is obeyed, they said. 


“If you expect to accomplish 
anything,” they told the commis- 
sion, which drafts Illinois mine 
laws, “the regulations with re- 
spect to ventilation and the con- 
trol of gas ignition sources will 
have to be changed drastically, 
and the old mines will have to he 
brought into compliance as rap- 
idly as possible. 

“It would doubtless be an eco- 
nomic impossibility for some 
mines that are nearing the end of 
their productive life to comply 
with an adequate code in its en- 
tirety, but for most of the mines 
these necessary changes could 
be effected in a reasonable time.” 


No Problems in New Mines. 


“As for any new mine that 
might be developed after the ef- 
fective date of the code, we can 
foresee no particular problems; 
in fact, we are of the opinion 
that, because of the exceedingly 
favorable natural conditions in 
this state, the cost of producing 
coal in these new mines would 
be no greater under an adequate 
safety code than it would be un- 
der the existing code.” 


Illinois law, with respect to 
mine ventilation, is inadequate in 
that it does not require a flow of 
sufficient fresh air to render 
harmless and carry away danger- 
ous gases, Ankeny said. 


“The Bureau of Mines believes 
that the adoption of mining regu- 
lations and the enforcement there- 
of is primarily a function of the 
state,” Ankeny said.

Here is the chronological back- 
ground to the debate: 

In his speech before Congress 
on Jan. 17 Churchill declared 
that Britain and the United States 
were agreed that in the event a 
truce in Korea were reached only 
to be broken, the British-Ameri- 
can joint response would be 
“prompt, resolute, and effective.” 

Did this mean he had commit- 
ted Britain to joining the United 
States in a policy of carrying the 
war to the China mainland? The 
remarks could, and were, in- 
terpreted that way in some quar- 
ters on both sides of the Atlantic, 
pleasing some Americans, upset- 
ting some Britons. ‘ 

But when he got back and had 
on Jan. 30 to face a House of 
Commons, in which Socialist ex- 
tremists such as Aneurin Bevan 
were straining at the leash, he 
climbed down and gave a differ- 
ent interpretation to these fight- 
ing words. 

He denied that any new com- 


mitments had been made or that) 


his government’s policy toward 
China was any different from that 
of Attlee’s before him. The gov- 
ernment mannan’ Paget princi- 

le that there_wou prior con- 
vultation setiveen the United 
States and Britain before any ac- 
tion was taken. 

Churchill said various contin- 
gencies had been examined with- 
out any definite or formal com- 
mitment being entered into. He 
refused, on security grounds, to 
disclose what these were. Then 
he said that he preferred the 
words “prompt, resolute and ef- 
fective’ to “tardy, timid and 
fatuous.” 

Thus did the Prime Minister 
deflate the false hopes he had 
aroused in some American quar- 
ters on his good-will mission to 
Washington. But rt the same time 
he failed to satisfy his opposition 
critics and a two-day debate was 
begun Feb. 5. Churchill did not 
make a speech on this opening 
day of the debate. He was pre- 
vented from speaking the next 
day, as scheduled, by the suspen- 
sion of regular parliamentary 
business, due to the King’s death. 
He will speak, however, when the 
debate is resumed. 

Eden Replies to Critic. 
- Opposition leader Clement R. 
Attlee made the most of the dif- 
ference of emphasis in Churchill's 
remarks here compared to Wash- 
ington. He said, for instance, that 
Churchill’s speech was “better 
salesmanship than statesmanship.” 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
defended Churchill and the Gov- 
ernment and emphasized that no 
new commitments had been en- 
ree into during the Washington 
s. 


It became apparent during the 
debate, that two different views 
of America are held by the Gov- 
ernment ang the opposition, in 
Commons. 

“There seems to be an impres- 
sion in some quarters in this 
country that the United States is 
not really sincere in its pursuit 
of the armistice negotiations and 
some people even think that she 
seeks an extension of the conflict 
in the Far East,” said Eden. “I 
want to state from my experience 
that I heard no single word in 
any responsible quarter while I 
was in America to lend color to 
this belief. I sincerely believe 
that the American Government 
and people are as deeply anxious 
for peace in the Far East as we 
are.” 

“The American press do not 
say that,” interrupted Labor M. P. 
Ellis Smith. 

“In a vast free country of 150,- 
000,000 people press quotations 
can always be found to support 
any point of view,” Eden replied. 
“It is so here, in spite of 


and that neither he nor Churchill 
had heard apy .statements of this 
kind from anyone while they were 
in Washington 


Then he lost his temper when 
the opposition began to laugh. 
“I am trying to give 
a fair impression of what my 
right honorable friend (Churchill) 
and I heard, but in some quarters 
there is such an anti-American 
prejudice that they will hardly 
mn... 1 repeat my impres- 
sion and I hope that history will 
prove me right within a week 
or a fortnight, that they want,an 
armistice, that it will be signed, 
and that it will be good. But the 
honorable member (Crossman) 
and others are always trying to 
make bad blood between us and 
the Americans.” 

Attlee’s Impression of US. 

Later in the debate Attlee, who 
visited Washington a year before 
Churchill, gave his impression of 
America in chiding the Prime 
Minister for another of his re- 
marks before Congress. It was 
the one in which Churchill said, 
“I am very glad that whatever 
diplomatic divergences there may 
be from time to time about pro- 
cedure, you will not allow Chi- 
nese anti-Communists on Formosa 
to be invaded and massacred from 
the mainland.” 

Attlee said: “The fact is, al- 
though the Prime Minister may 
not have intended it, that the 
general reaction to his statement 
was. that he was backing the 
Chiang Kai-shek government. A 
continued backing of that govern- 
ment is fatal to getting a settle- 
ment in the Far East.” 

Attlee then said that Eden had 
“said rightly that the Administra- 
tion (United States government) 
wanted an armistice. Then he 
proceeded rather to suggest that 
the whole of the country neces- 
sarily thought just as the Admin- 
istration did. I was under the im- 
pression when I was there, that 
there was a party that was for 
an all-out war against China. Un- 
doubtedly, there were people who 
wanted what they call drastic ac- 
tion under MacArthur. Undoubt- 
edly, there are forces today in 
America which would like to have 
what they call a ‘showdown’ with 
the Communists.” 
Anti-Americanism Deplored. 
Attlee continued: “There are 
those various currents of opinion 
in the United States of America. 
It is most important to do every- 
thing to support the people who 
want an armistice and who be- 
lieve in limiting this war, and 
not to give any occasion to think 
that there is any support what- 
ever for the people who take the 
other view.” 

Toward the close of the de- 
bate, Attlee, too, touched on anti- 
American sentiment here. 

“Let me say there is nothing I 
dislike more than the kind of 
stupid anti-Americanism which 
you can find among people of 
— kinds in this country,” he 


said. 

“On that side of the house,” in- 
terrupted Churchill, pointing to 
the Socialist side. 

“And on that side,” countered 
Attlee, pointing to the govern- 
ment side. “There is nothing so 
bad as trying to make bad blood 
between our two countries. It is 
done sometimes by people who 
suggest that in all our foreign 
policy we meekly follow America 
(this was a crack against Bevan 
who made this assertion last 
April when he resigned from the 
Attlee government), and there are 
other people who suggest that we 
are entirely economically depend- 
ent upon America. They are both 


wrong. 
Politics in Policy Fight. 

So much for the debate. Clear- 
ly, Far East policy has gotten 
into politics here as it has in 
America. Attlee, a right-wing 
Socialist, undoubtedly was speak- 
ing his own mind in the debate. 
But he is constantly being goad- 
ed to take more drastic action by 
Bevan, leader of the left-wing 
Socialists who would like to wrest 
from Attlee the leadership of the 
entire Labor party. 

If Bevan had had his way, the 
Socialist opposition. would have 
tabled an official motion attack- 
ing the Churchill government's 
Far East policy as it was inter- 
preted by the opposition on the 
strength of Churchill’s speech 
before Congress. 

But Attlee, instead, worked owt 
an ingenious compromise. In 
view of Eden’s assurances, the 
opposition had no grounds to cen- 
sure government policy, which 
adheres to the policy pursued by 
Attlee’s administration, and so 
they took recourse in the idea of 
personally rebuking Churchill 
himself 


When the debate is resumed 
Herbert Morrison, who was For- 
eign Secretary in the Labor gov- 
ernment, will move the compro- 
mise motion which “takes note 
of the Foreign Secretary's state- 
ment” and “welcomes his adher- 
ence” to the policy followed by 
the previous administration with 
regard to the Korean conflict and 
the relations between Great 
Britain and China, “but regrets 
the Prime Minister’s failure to 
give adequate expression to this 
policy in the course of his recent 
visit to the United States.”

Taft Says His

With his usual candor, the Sen- 
ator says he does not expect a 
landslide either way next fall. 
Therefore, he reasons, ‘any Presi- 
dent will have the old Truman 
trouble with the coalition unless 
he acts to forestall it. 

Political observers agree that, 
the way the congressional cards 
now lie, it is improbable that 
either party can gain clear con- 
trol of either chamber. This sit- 
uation, of course, has embold- 
ened the anti-Truman Southern- 
ers who are seeking a way to put 
their minority in the driver’s 
seat. 

Politicians Raise Questions. 

Politicians raise several ques- 
tions about the contemplated Taft 
gesture of conciliation toward the 
South. 

Who are the fair-haired South- 
ern conservatives who. stand to 
gain in a Taft victory the Cabinet 
posts liberal Democratic Presi- 
dents have denied them? Are they 
helping him now to get the Re- 
publican nomination? 

It is hard to imagine one, even 
the outspoken Senator Byrd of 
Virginia, who will gain stature at 
home by a Taft deal at this point. 
No doubt some of the most frus- 
trated — Senators Byrd and 
George, for example — would not 
really mind a Taft victory but 
they won't care to advertise it. 
What effect will Senator Taft’s 
open embrace of the Southern 
conservatives, who are last-ditch 
fighters against civil rights, have 
upon his prospects in the great 
pivotal states? 

G.O.P. Cool to Mundt Efforts. 


Most Republicans have been 
noticeably cool to Senator Karl 
Mundt’s open attempts to ac- 
knowledge the facts of life by 
forming a public alliance between 
their party and the Southerners. 
In fact, the Senator recently con- 
ceded defeat after considerable 
travel and effort to put over his 
idea. The reason given is that 
the proposal was a dangerous 
trifling with the affections of the 
Negroes and other minorities in 
states like New York and New 
Jersey that have both fair em- 
ployment practices laws and large 
electoral votes. 

Senator Taft may well agree 
with some Democrats who argue 
that the civil rights issue is a 
sham in the North as well as in 
the South. This group says that 
the Democrats will keep the 
minority vote as long as it stands 
for the social program that \in- 
evitably raises the standard of 
living of Negroes along with 
everyone else. 

Nevertheless few men standing 
for office in states like New York 
embrace a Southern conservative 
in public. 

Campaigns in Person. 

It is fair to add that Senator 
Taft has always tried to push his 
party in the direction of real 
campaigning and real effort in 
the South. His people are ac- 
cused of buying the Southern 
G.O.P. vote, a well-established 
practice among Republican can- 
didates for President. At least 
he has complimented the South-

Allies Seek Way 
To Prod Russia 
On Austrian Pact 


Signs That Reds Are 
Stirring New Strife 
in Area Watched by 
West. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (UP). 
HE United States, Britain and 
France are conferring through 
diplomatic channels on new 

ways to prod Russia into agree- 
ing to a four-power peace treaty 
for Austria. 

The project recently has taken 
On new importance in the face of 
Ominous signs that Russia is 
actively stirring up trouble in the 
jointly-occupied country. 

Soviet actions under 
watch by the West include: 

1. Behind-the-scenes efforts to 
discredit and unseat Austria's 
pro-Western. foreign minister, 
;Karl Gruber. 

2. Charges made for the first 
time in Moscow’s newspaper 
Pravda that the Western powers 
are planning to split Austria into 
two parts by writing a separate 
peace treaty. State Department 
officials said the charge was 
“sheer nonsense.” 

3. Continuing charges by Lt. 
Gen. V. P. Sviridov, Russian high 
commissioner in Austria, that the 
Western powers are remilitarizing 
their Austrian occupation zones. 
Sviridov engineered the Red coup 
in Hungary and is known as an 
adroit trouble-maker. 

4, Moscow appears to have no 
interest in renewing peace treaty 
talks on Austria that have stalled 
after 258 meetings by Big Four 
deputies. 

Experts here recalled that the 
Russians frequently sound off 
against the West with charges 
that are aimed only at covering 
new Red maneuvers. 

Washington, London and Paris 
have not decided what their next 
move will be to get treaty talks 
going again. One possibility is to 
offer new Austrian treaty pro- 
posals in diplomatic notes to 
Russia. There also has been some 
official talk of taking the matter 
to the United Nations, but this 
does not promise much hope of 
action. 

State Department authorities 
said it was impossible to con- 
sider a separate Western-Austrian 
peace treaty or any form of 
“peace contract” of the type 
being written for West Germany.

read such reports as were made 
available to him; write an in- 
nocuous essay on corruption; and 
then quietly fade away. Morris 


has now made it abundantly clear | 


that he means to do nothing of 
the sort. 

Wants to Be Free of McGrath. 

In the first place, Morris hes 
signified his desire to be taken 
out from under the protective 
wing of Attorney General Mc- 
Grath so that he can operate en- 
tirely independently, reporting di- 
rectly to President Truman. 

On these points, Truman has 
given Morris complete support. 
Morris has been promised plenty 
of office space outside the Justice 
Department and a staff of 150 or 
so, and more than half a million 
dollars from the presidential 
funds, to get on with the job. Hg 
will report straight to Truman. 

Second, as Morris testified in 
closed session on Capitol Hill last 
week, he has asked that he be 
given absolute: priority and sup- 
port in an extraordinary project 
which Morris believes will lay the 
groundwork for attacking govern- 
ment corruption at its source. 

Morris intends to circulate a 
detailed questionnaire through- 
out the entire executive branch 
of the Government, excepting 
only routine office and manual 
workers and the President him- 


self. 

This questionnaire will re- 
quire all officials to list pre- 
cisely all sources of income 


other than government pay, 
what they did for the money, 
and how many hours they 
worked to earn it. 

Answering this questionnaire 
-—the answers will ef course be 
kept secret unless they lead te 
prosecution—will confront any 
influence-selling official with 
the choice between revealing all 
or committing perjury. 

For this plan to work, two 
things are required. " 

In the first place, any official 
refusing to answer must face aufd- 
matic dismissal. On this point, 
Morris again has assurances of 
presidential support. Truman has 
stated flatly that he will fire any- 
one Morris catches off base, even 
within the inner White House 
circle itself. 


But this is not all that is re- 
quired. 


Morris must also have subpena 
powers in order to investigate any 
official who is dismissed for re- 
fusing to answer the question- 
naire, or who resigns rather than 
answer it. Without this, Morris 
might as well pack up and go 
home. This is the main reason 
why the subpena powers which 
Truman has asked Congress to 
grant Morris, and which only 
Congress can grant, are so im- 
portant. 


Truman’s Interesting Role. 

The part Truman has played in 
this situation is interesting. His 
eagerness to back Morris appar- 
ently amounts almost to over- 
eagerness. Truman himself, for 
example, has publicly taken re- 
sponsibility for asking Congress 
to give Morris the power to grant 
immunity to witnesses, which is

To the Editor of the Pcst-Dispatch: 


“Of Poets and Painters,” a recent 
contribution to Letters From the Peo- 
ple, so intermixed truth and error that 
it deserves an answer. Because my 
mp rnearied, qeanete frivolous review 

Hauser’s “Social History of Art” was 
the excuse for Michael Chomyk’s out- 
burst, I feel obliged to set the record 
straight, 


Poets parasitically spend their time 
interpreting painters, Mr. Chomyk 
seems to feel, because the poet has lost 

-his function. Dramatic poetry, he as- 
, serts with magnificent lack of timing, 
-“has been a dead dodo for a long, long 
time.’ Has Mr. Chomyk heard of Ts S. 
-Eliot’s “Cocktail Party” or Christopher 
- Fry’s “Venus Observed?” 


Is there anything wrong with the 
historical relationship between writer 
and painter? I quarrel with Mr. 
Chomyk’s assertions about specific 
“writers and artists. For instance, I feel 
~ ‘the Museum of Modern Art rather than 
“the Sitwells helped effect Tchelitchev’s 
recognition. But the long relationship 
of the two arts surely antedates the 
Greek muses. . 
. * . * 

Mr. Chomyk differs from other artists 
‘of my acquaintance in this: he regents 
the aid poets give painters instead of 
feeling there is not enough of it. Artists 
of America, in particular, are entitled 
to their feeling that the poets have 
deserted them. 

The “solid,” bookish art historian, 
they feel, is too often usurping a more 
sensitive writer’s proper function of 
acting as a bridge of understanding be- 
‘tween the pioneer artist and the public. 

Alfred Barr of the Modern Museum 
is a notable exception. In art history 
he is a genius at public relations, and 
with a very difficult client, the modern 
artist. 

Guillaume Apollinaire was the cub- 
ists’ publicist. Herbert Read has done 
much to help people enjoy adventurous 
art. Selden Rodman is the apologist 
for primitivism, Andre Malraux for 
every modern trend under the sun.

Whether these writers are parasites 
or seminal minds is something we can 
'-Jeave to the typical German scholar of 
‘ later generations; or over a bottle of 
' beer we can joke about it now. 
Ruthven Todd is a minor poet who 
- has written perceptively in verse on

* Masson, Lipchitz and Picasso. Shall we. 
‘use the harsh terms “parasite” and 
“interloper” to condemn a skillful writ-

’ the fashion illustrator whose “creations” 
stem from Modigliani or the commer- 

cial bar-room muralist who swipes from 
truly creative modern artists to try to 
give his ephemeral work that town-and- 
country pseudo-smartness.

The Missouri Legislature is reconvening and 
no doubt most of the legislators motored to Jef- 
ferson City. Their drive ought to put them in 
the right frame of mind. 

Let them look at the narrow cfacking pave- 
ments. Let them glance aside at unpaved rural 
roads. Let them stall Behind some huge truck on 
a hill. Let them reflect on the rising toll of 
traffic fatalities on just such roads. ~ 


Then let them cofisider the cheap price Mis- 


souri pays for its roads. It still has the lowest 
gasoline tax in the country, and one of the low- 
est levels of truck fees. Missouri is getting what 
it deserves. 

_ This whole problem is now before the State 
Senate. Before it is a bill to raise truck fees to a 
reasonable level, ahd another to increase the 2- 
pents-a-galion gas tax by a penny. Both have 
beet passed by the House. 

The Legislature worked for more than a year 
on these twin measures. It struggled and sweated 
over them. It fought off the devious efforts of 
the organized road busters’ lobby which opposes 
justifiable road taxes. It has applied the work 
of committees and even a special bi-partisan 
commission. 

The results are a compromise. Neither the 
truck fees nor the gas tax would be so high as 
first proposed. But between them they would get 
the Highway Department started on a 10-year 
program of modernizing the roads. 


Nothing like this has been done for many 
years. Twenty years ago Missouri could be proud 
of the roads it had built on such low taxes. But 
that was 20 years ago. Year after year the good 
roads efforts have got mixed up with politics 
and special interests, while traffic increased and 
the roads cracked. 

So 1952 is a year of decision. If hothing is 
done now, the road problem will become a more 
fearsome and discouraging problem for some 
future Legislature. If the present Legislature 
scuttles its hard work, it will be a flop. The road 
issue is its major test. 

The Senators Know this. The Senate leadership 
is reported to be ready to ask for speedy action 


- on the twin road bills. Action cannot come 


quickly enough. For even 1952 is a decade late 
to be dealing with Missouri's broken and fre- 
quently bloody highways. 
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Tarzan in Moscow 


Tarzan of the Apes—remember him?—is back 
on the screens of the Moscow movie houses. 
Currently, the tree-leaping, chest-thumping mate- 
calling Johnny Weissmuller and a ravishing 
beauty are featured in an ivory hunt, but the 
Soviet film moguls promise that this is only the 
first of a series of Tarzan films on its way to 
all Russian projection booths.

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More Than Meets the Eye 


It is unusual, to put it mildly, for a firm to 
pay a fee of $25,000 without knowing what it is 
getting for the money. Yet Kenneth Baker, presi- 
dent of Streett & Co., says that he does not 
know just what James A. Waechter, former 
Election Board chairman, did for the $25,000 
paid to him by the firm. 

The federal grand jury, it seems, is going to 
try to find a more specific answer to the ques- 
tion this week. And it certainly should. 

This much is clear: The $25,000 fee was paid 
in connection with a $90,000 deal under which 
the company got a tract of Government land at 
Jefferson Barracks. Apparently there was no 
disagreement as to the price to be paid for the 
30 acres, but somehow the deal just could not 
be closed until Waechter was retained. 


Mr. Waechter admits that he enlisted the help 
of “a man with good political connections in 
Washington.” After that, things began to move. 
But this activity raises quite a few questions: 
Who advised the company to retain Waechter? 
Why was this necessary? Whose help did he en- 
list? Did he share the fee with anybody in the 
federal service? And so on. 

There would seem to be considerably more in- 
volved here than meets the eye. Until the facts 
are all out in the open, no charges can be made. 
But the deal involved public property and pub- 
lic servants, and the public is éntitled to know 
about its every last detail. 

The grand jury is the agency to get these de- 
tails, and to spread them on the record.

Mr. Hoover Harms His Reforms 

Former President Hoover has departed, for 
the second time in three months, from the ex- 
cellent rule of keeping ‘partisan politics away 
from the work that has been done by the Com- 
mission on Organization of the Executive Branch 
of the Government. 

This is regrettable because bipartisan support 
is important to putting the recommendations of 
the commission, which he headed, into effect. 
Partisan talk is more damaging from Mr. Hoover 
than it would be from anyone else, because he 
is closely identified with the work of the com- 
mission, often called, for short, the Hoover com- 
mission. 

Until recently the rule of keeping the com- 
misson’s program free of partisan politics was 
pretty sedulously adhered to by Mr. Hoover and 
others concerned. This work of a commission 
headed by a Republican ex-President required 
the support of an incumbent Democratic Presi- 
dent to become effective. The lesson was obvious. 


The Citizens’ Committee for the Hoover Re- 
port is going to the length of disbanding at the 
end of May to avoid the danger of beeoming 
involved in politics during the presidential elec- 
tion campaign. 

Against this background it is disquieting to 
heat Mr. Hoover say that the United States 
could have been spared the “humiliation” of 
current Government scandals if the civil service 
reforms his commission fecommended had been 
enacted by Congress. This is an exaggerated 
statement, like his assertion of last December 
that more dishonesty in officials and Govern- 
ment departments had been exposed in the past 
year than at any other time in history. 

Much needed as the proposed civil service 
reforms are, and much as civil service might 
have done to avert the scandals in the Internal 
Revenue Department particularly, it is a great 
deal broader than the facts to suggest that so 
many ills can be blamed on failure to adopt one 
phase of the Hoover commission’s report. And 
bad as the scandals in high places at Washington 
are, it is more partisan than accurate to brand 
them the worst in American history. 

It was good policy te hold the proposed 
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scandal. 

In 1898, as recounted in 
chronicle, a promoter rented 
at the Planters Hotel, stocked it with

He went after 
all the crooked franchises and the boodlers who 
sold them. He conducted a series of slugging 
investigations and dramatic disclosures, which 
sent many of the thieves to prison and others 
scurrying to Mexico. Yet Folk was not stopped 
by these escapes over the border. He got Theo- 
dore Roosevelt to include bribery in an extradi- 
tion treaty and proceeded to bring some of the 
worst offenders back. 


How did the people of St. Louis and Missouri 
respond? They rewarded the honest, young 
prosecutor by electing him Governor over the 
combined efforts of all the politicians. If the 
story of Joseph Wingate Folk is not known in 
Washington it ought to be. After all he was a 
Missouri Democrat. 
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With Educators in Town 

St. Louis is playing host currently to the 
regional convention of the American Association 
of School Administrators. More than 9000 school 
executives are on hand for this and related meet- 
ings. A great many of them are almost sure to 
glance at our own public, schools, 

Since they are administrators, perhaps the 
first thing they'll note is our hydra-headed op- 
eration, in which authority is wastefully dis- 
persed among several executives of equal rank. 
Although some of the visiting firemen may 
themselvés labor under just such a plan, we 
doubt if more than a handful would approve it. 

For the system of multiple executives is top- 
heavy, inefficient and wasteful. The result is 
that the head of the instruction department is 
shackled in a narrow channel, surely not the 
most advantageous point to exercise the broad 
leadership the people expect from him, 

In St. Louis this is true to a degree even at 
the level of the elementary school principal, 
who is saddled with responsibility without com- 
pensating authority. It was only last spring, for 
example, that the principal was handed a meas- 
ure of authority over his lunchroom workers, 
who previously reported directly to the system’s 
supply commissioner. 7 

But that was as far' as the School Board could 
go under the law. Passage of the unit control 
bill pending in the Missouri House is needed to 
make the principal master of his own school. 
Among other things, the measure would give 
the principal direct authority over his custo- 
dians, who are now hired and fired by the build- 
ing department, a separate administrative entity. 

Perhaps it would be expecting too much for 
the St. Louis delegation in the House to obtain 
passage of the unit control bill while the school 
administrators still are guests. But it would be a 
hopeful and pleasing sign if they would at least 
give the legislative machinery a turn. :

An explosive Yorkshireman, Mr. Willcock was 
arrested for speeding one day. Following a well- 
established police rule, the bobby demanded his 
identity card. Britons have been carrying these 
name-and-number gadgets ever since the war, 
and many find it irritating. Mr. Willcock was so 
irritated that he told the bobby to present his 
compliments to the Police Superintendent and 
kindly “tell him to g6 to hell.” 

That was the beginning of a test case which 
went up through the courts, rising to a magnifi- 
cent climax of on-the-one-hand-and-on-the-other. 
The High Court said Mr. Willeock was wrong in 
declining to show his identity card, but that the 
police were wrong in demanding the catd from 
every Harry, Tom and Dick. 

Now at last, under the indulgent eye of a new 
Government, Mr. Willcock has won a more com- 
plete vindication. Amid cheers, the Minister of 
Health announced in the House of Commons. 
that Britons no longer need to carry identity 
cards. The Queen is going to nullify the law, 
and Mr. Willcock has asked everybody to send 
the hateful documents to him, and he is going 
to sell them as waste paper and turn over the 
proceeds to charity. 

Only one note of caution mutes the glad ho- 
sannahs for triumphant personal liberty. The 
Government warns that while Britons do not 
heed to carry identity cards, they do need to 
retain the number of the cards if they want 
medical care under the National Health Service. 
So before they throw away their identity cards 
they must take care to transfer the number 
thereof to the health service cards whith they 
also Carry. Which, if it seems confusing, is ter- 
ribly British.

All tools in anti-inflation kit needed, says Pennsylvania State 
College economist; taxes and credit curtailment help counteract 
pull of demand, but only direct controls can check the push of 
rising costs; power of organized groups complicates the problem.

For several months, many commentators 
—press and radio—have ridiculed the 

resent use of wage-price controls as strik- 
ng only at the symptoms of inflation. 
Such measures would be unnecessary, the 
argument goes, if government eliminated 
the main cause of the disease, namely, the 
great increase of credit and currency re- 
sulting from “excessive” federal spending. 
The major alternative to direct controls, 
it is said, is to reduce federal outlays, 
raise taxes, and 
tighten credit con- 
trols. 

This plausible ar- 
gument is dangerous 
because it may seri- 
ously mislead us. If 
the critics always 
stated exactly what 
spending we can 
curtail, we might 
more clearly ap- 
praise their position. 

Psychological ten- 
sions at home and 
abroad, however, 
make it most unlike- Charles E. Wilson 
ly that government bajo 
will reduce it military outlays substan- 
tially in the near future. On the other 
hand, it can be shown that drastic cut- 
backs in the outlay on education, health, 
social security, and sO on, would also be 
rash indeed. 


Price controls alone, to be sure, will not 
curb today’s inflation. On the other hand, 
credit controls and tax policies, by them- 
selves, are equally powerless to do the job. 


In effect, we no longer have the lu 
of choosing between these instruments. If 
we are to méet the social, military, and 
economic résponsibilities now before us, 
we must use all the tools in the anti- 
inflation kit. 


Credit policies and taxes even when 
they work well only cope with what Prof. 
A. G. Hatt of Columbia University calls 
the “demand pull” side of inflation, that 
is, “excessive” spending. This still leaves 
the “cost-push” side (‘the wage-price 
spiral) where direct controls are badly 
needed. 

J. Kenneth Galbraith, formerly deputy 
administrator of the OPA and now profes- 
sor of economics at Harvard, also has 
stressed the twofold nature of inflation. 
That it is not enough simply to reduce the 
pressures of business and consumer spend- 
ing by taxes and credit policies is all too 


evident when we recall that our economy 
is one of organized groups. The National 
Association of Mantifactirérs, the farm 
groups, the labor federations, sometimes 
seem less likely to joust with one another 
than to join forces at the expense Of the 
unorganized public. ; 


It is not always clear, to be sure, where 
the wage-price spiral starts. Some say 
that the farmers are to blame. Certainly 
their influence in Congress has won them 
special treatment and protected their 
partly prices from the wrath of Michael 

. DiSalle and Charles E. Wilson. 


Of course, stabilizing farm incomes in 
bad times may help stabilize employment, 
as the proponents of “parity” claim. But 
why have the Government’s granaries 
never been emptied to bring inflationary 
food prices down to parity? The scheme 
seems to work in one direction only. 


Thus, during the year which followed 
the Korean crisis, farm prices ranged be- 
tween 3 per cent and 13 per cent above 
parity. Moreover, ever since VJ day, 
rising food prices have been transformed 
into wage increases by escalator clauses 
in industries where wage rates are tied to 
the Bureau of Labor Standards cost of 
living index. 

Further, industry-wide bargaining means 
that wage increases in one industry or 
area quickly spread elsewhere—raising 
cost levels throughout the nation. Finally, 

rofit margins have been squeezed. And 
usiness men, we are told, having little 
incentive to resist cost increases, pass the 
increases on as higher prices to the public. 


Other analysts see monopolistic firms 
starting the spiral by trying to maximize 
their profits in markets where they have 
few competitors and where frightened con- 
sumers are willing to pay almost anything 
«fearing, as they do, further price in- 
creases and further shortages. Still other 
writers blame the unions for starting the 
spiral. 

Actually, of course, business, farmers, 
and labor organizations are each in part 
responsible. But ‘the important point is 
that all groups are less willing to support 
strong restrictive measures today than 
they would be if they had less bargaining 
power to protect themselves. Thus ‘the 
“cost-push” interacts closely with pres- 
sures on the demand side and further 
aggravates inflation. Here the need is for 
direct controls. Tax and credit measures 
are ineffective.

Lenard Kaufman is a novelist who 
grows with each book. A problem is at 
the heart of all of his stories; with Ten- 
der Mercy” it was a money killing, in “Ju- 
bel’s Children” the problem of old age. 
“Diminishing Return” takes the novelist 
of quality whose financial return is much 
smaller than his portion of fame. 


Dillard Crowley's fifth book received 
mixed notices; his people were not nice 
people; it was not enfertaining to read; 
there was no lift to his writing. His tech- 
nical skill was unquestioned, and his name 
as a writer of uncompromising honesty 
was revered. He was published by the 
great Boswell Waters. But his return for 
a@ year’s work amounted to less than $50 
a week. How could he support a wife, 
two children and a mother-in-law on such 
pay? Even with help 
he could not do it, 
So here was his 
choice; his family 
which he loved, or 
his work which was 
his life. 

Like Dillard Crow- 
ley, Lenard Kauf- 
man’s skill is un- 
questioned. His writ- 
ing now is less con- 
scious than in his 
earlier books; there 
is less searching for 
the astonishing use 
of the word, fewer 
strained Bo gee His 
prose has the seemifig simplicity of the 
real writer; it flows, the dialogue is easy, 
uncluttered, revealing. His greatest skill 
is his ability to build small tensions and 
so create an Overall suspense. The pace 
of his stories is intense so he is always 
eminently readable. 


It is the problem which seems to inter- 
est Mr. Kaufman most egy His char- 
acters are not memorable, One does not 
know them well enough. They seem to 
be more black or white than most human 
beings can be. They seem to stand for 
the aspects of the dilemma, rather than 
being fallible creatures who are right and 
wrong, good and bad, tolerant and intol- 
erant, loving and unloving.

Scandals, Farmers and the Election 


N ALL the bubbling toil and trouble-of the Truman Administra- 
tion none causes more acute worry than the newest revelation 
and its possible effect on the farm vote. No one in high office 
has forgotten that in 1948 the farmers more than any single group 
contributed to the re-election of Président Truman. 
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The Secretaray is now confi- 
dent that the Commodit, Credit 
situation is well in hand. The 
belief is that all suspicious cases 
are under investigation, with no 
more unpleasant surprises likely 
to come from Capitol Hill. 


This is said, however, with 
crossed fingers, since at least two 
congressional committees have 
their sleuths out. Twenty cases 
are now in the courts and 10 to 
20 more are under investigation 
re the Department of Agricul- 
ure, 


The off-the-record criticism of 
Brannan within the Adiminstra- 
tion is directed at the way in 
which he handled the investiga- 
tions rather than at any failure 
to go after the trouble.

The base of 100 is fixed by the 
return that the farmer received 
in the prosperous years 1910-14.

The Rev. Dr. Edwin T. Dahlberg Also Calls 
on Churches to Support Programs 


Housing. 


Churches must oppose gamb- 
ling, support better housing, ‘and 
seek to end racial segregation, 
the Rev. Dr. Edwin T. Dahlberg 


asserted yesterday in accepting 
the presidency of the Metropoli- 
tan Church Federation. He spoke 
at installation ceremonies for new 
officers of the federation, held at 
his church, Delmar’ Baptist, 
Skinker and Washington boule- 
vards. 


“The real victims of the gamb- 
ling system,” he pointed out, “are 
the poor and the needy.” 


Discussing the need for better 
housing, he said, “Those of us 
who toured the blighted housing 
areas of the city last spring with 
the delegates to the Mayor’s Na- 
tional Housing Conference 
learned more about St. Louis in 
two or three hours than we might 
otherwise learn in years of resi- 
dence. 

“It is appalling to think of 
children growing up in wretched 
houses, where rats sometimes fall 
through holes in the ceiling to 
the table where children are eat- 
ing their evening meal below.” 

In urging an end to racial seg- 
regation in public places, he said, 
“It is incredible that in twentieth 
century America we should deny 
our fellow-citizens of another 
color the right of entrance to our 


hospitals, or relegate them to the 
wards in the basement, when 
their sons have fought side by 
side with our own in Korea. 

“It is intolerable, too, that 
Negro children should be crowd- 
ed together in segregated schools 
under conditions of impossible 
congestion, and that Negro young 
peaple, as Christian as any of our 
own sons and daughters, should 
have to wait in uncertainty as to 
their welcome at a theater or in 
a pleasant place to eat.”

“Politics is a profession; a seri- 
ous, complicated and, in its true 
sense, a noble one. 


|Military Not Qualified. 


“In the American scene, I see 
no dearth of men fitted by train- 
ing, talent and integrity for na- 
tional leadership. On the other 
hand, nothing in the international 
or domestic situation especially 
qualifies for the most important 
office in the world a man whose 
adult years have been spent in 
the country’s military forces. At 
least, this is true in my case.” 

It might be said to be equally 
true in the case of Gen. MacAr- 
thur. Nor does there appear today 
any “dearth of men fitted by 
training, talent and integrity for 
national leadership.” It would 
seem the course of national wis- 
dom to seek them out, rather 
than to follow blindly the “lead- 
er” impulse. 

we have not raised up 
through the ranks of our political 
system men able to assume its 
highest office, the Presidency, 
then indeed that system has 
failed. But we do not have to 
make any such confession. 

If the MacArthur-Eisenhower 
rivalry makes us stop, look and 
listen it will serve a healthy pur- 
pose.

Tito’s Forces Would 


Fight Effectively and} jeing 


Stalin Knows It.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP)— 
George V. Allen, United States 
Ambassador to Yugoslavia, de- 
clared yesterday that Marshal 
Josip (Tito) Broz’s army would 
fight “well, consistently and ef- 
fectively” against any effort to 
conquer the country. 

“This also seems to be the opin- 
fon of Mr. Joseph Stalin,” Allen 
said, obviously referring to the 
fact that Russia has not attacked 
Yugoslavia despite rumors over 
the last several years that it would 
do so. 


Speaking on an NBC television 
program (Battle Report), Allen 
described as “thoroughly realistic”

providing economic and military 
assistance because Yugoslavia is 
a bulwark against aggression and 
therefore a source of strength for |

But he also said that Tito re- 
mains a Communist despite his 
four-year-old break with the 
Kremlin and that the United 
States has made clear to him and 
to the world that its support does 
not “reflect approval” of his gov- 
ernment, 

“Since June 1948, the break be- 
tween Yugoslavia and Russia has 
continually widened and deep- 
ened,” Allen said. “At the same 
time, relations between Yugo- 
slavia and the West have slowly 
but steadily improved. Today, the 
Yugoslav army and people, stout- 
ly resisting Soviet threats and 
pressures, stand as a bulwark of 
strength against aggression and 
thus buttress the whole European 
defense system.” 

He pictured the country with 
its 16,250,000 people as forming a 
shield for Italy, Greece and the 
Adriatic sea—the southern flank 
of the Allied defense line— 
against the Soviet satellites of 
Hungary, Romania, Bulgaria and 
Albania. 

The United States, Britain and 
France are giving Yugoslav $75,- 
000,000 worth of aid in this fiscal 
year, which ends June 30. The 
United States share is $50,000,000. 

‘A Tough Army.’ 

Allen declared Yugoslavia is 
making as great an effort as any 
country in Europe to provide 
strength for itself. 

“How would - Yugoslavia hold up 
as an ally in the event of a war?” 
he asked. “Since her separation 
from the Soviet bloc, Yugoslavia 
has been subjected to continued 
and increasing pressure by the 
Soviet Union and the Iron Curtain 
countries. Yet, through it all, the 
Yugoslavs have held firm. 

“They have a tough army, one 
that’s had much experience in 
fighting to defend its homeland. 
Its mere existence now serves the

ous Mr. Dulles,” he is Tru 
official Republican adviser on he 
eign affairs, with the status of a 
United States ambassador. 
The Daily Herald is the mouth- 
piece of the Labor party. This 
particular editorial, moreover, is 
known to have been inspired by 
the party leadership itself. 


“It is hard to overrate the grav- 
ity of such language from a man 
in such a position,” said the edi- 
torial, referring to Dulles’s asser- 
tion in a radio interview that the 
United States should not alléw 
the mainland of China to remain 
under Chinese Communist control 
and that “in the long run you 
cannot keep an absolute barrier 
between Japan and the mainland 
so we should change the charac- 
ter of the regime on the main- 
land.” 

The paper felt that “this is 
surely a proposal that the policy 
of the United States in the Far 
East should be changed from one 
of defense and ‘containment’ to 
one of offense. It is a proposal 
that the United States should at- 
tempt, by some_ unspecified 
means, to overthrow the Commu- 
nist regime and replace it by— 
presumably—that of Chiang Kai- 
shek. 

“The immediate question arises 
—are Mr. Dulles’s views shared 
by the President? Is this plan 
under consideration in the White 
House and in the State Depart- 
ment? If not, there should be a 
swift and decisive disavowal of 
any such purpose. 

“If, however, there is even a 
risk that this is to be the new 
American policy toward China, 


edly and inevitably be reopened 
and widened” if the United States 
Government were to adopt such 
a course toward China. 

Although they haven't said so 
publicly, many Englishmen al- 
ready resented Dulles for “under- 
hand tactics” in conducting the 
Japanese peace treaty negotia- 
tions. They accepted his pro- 
posal that the Japanese should be 
allowed. to decide for themselves 
which China—that of Mao Tse- 
tung or Chiang . Kai-shek—they 
would recognize. But they felt 
that they had been “led down the 
garden path” when the Japanese 
government, under pressure from 
Dulles, according to the Britons, 
came out with the Yoshida letter 
of friendship to Chiang Kai-shek. 

There is an economic angle to 
Britain’s interest in the Far East 
that has not come out in this 
political debate. British textile 
interests, fearful of Japanese 
competition in Southeast Asia, 
would like to divert it with a 
policy which would permit Japan 
to trade with Red China. 

Meantime, the United States 
and Britain not only lack a com- 
mon political and economic policy 
but a common military one as 
well, in the Far East. 

“There can be no easy answer,” 
said the London Times in an edi- 
torial, “for the Communist pres- 
sure is not likely to relax. But 
the beginning of an answer would 
be made if the western powers 
could decide what areas in the 
Far East they must hold at all 
costs.” 

‘Churchill’s Problem. 

It is a matter of opinion as to 
whether British-American rela- 
tions have grown worse and the 
rift between us in the Far East 
widened—yet. There does not 
seem to be much agitation among 
the general public here. Church- 
ill and Eden are as anxious as 
ever to maintain good and close 
relations with the United States. 

Churchill's dilemma is how to 
please America, as he obviously 
attempted to do with his speech 
before Congress, and how at the 
same time to keep his own House 
of Commons together on foreign 
policy. Britain has had a bi- 
partisan foreign policy since 1940. 

There are* some _ high-placed 
politicians here who feel that this 
is a spurious issue, that the op- 
position should have taken the 
King’s death as an excuse to with- 
draw the motion of censure 
against Churchill. 

They confess their private fears, 
however, that “if Taft and Dulles 
and Bevan and Crossman and the 
others keep shooting off their 
mouths” Churchill may be com- 
pelled to make a statement that 
would widen the rift between the 
United States and Britain in the 
Far East, and would not do Brit-

I should like to go on 
record that, from my study of the 
case, there is no reason why Ma- 
laxa should not become an Amer- 
ican citizen.

OW much is a “marriage in name only” worth to you? 
Hus D. is trying to decide. She and her husband had a 

quarrel, in the course of which he struck her. (She 
doesn’t say how much provocation she gave him.) She then 
took the children and left home. 

“When he found that I was going to board the children, 
he asked me to come back,” she writes, ‘“‘saying that the chil- 
dren should be brought up by both parents. He said we could 
all live together but that he and I could go our separate ways 
—being polite to each other in front of the children, of course. 
I agreed, thinking it was best for them. 

“But now I feel bewildered,” Mrs. D. continues. “I have 
to make all kinds of excuses to our friends, I'm tired of 
living a lie. He is good to the children, but I don’t feel that 
I can go on living like this.”

NO ONE WILL BLAME YOU for that feeling, Mrs. D. 
Naturally, there must be more to the story than the few facts 
you have given me. Before I discuss your particular problem, 
let’s look for a minute at the principles involved. There is 
always danger that a “marriage in name only” (supposedly 
maintained for the children,) will end disastrously. And at 
best, the children are not likely to be fooled. They are sen- 
sitive to the “atmosphere” of a home. 

Such households, kept together by the supposed interests 
of the children, by financial interests, by pride or by con- 
venienee are far from the ideal home, yet some of them 
seem to have real values.

A steamed pudding must al- 
ways have some sort of sauce. 
Whipped cream or a custard-type 
of sauce goes best with chocolate 
pudding, lemon or orange-flavored 
sauce is generally preferred with 
apple pudding. 

Chocolate Pudding. 

Three squares chocolate, one 
tablespoon butter, three-fourths 
cup sugar, two eggs, well beaten, 
one and one-half teaspoons bak- 
ing powder, one and one-half cups 
sifted flour, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, three-fourths cup milk, one 
teaspoon vanilla. 

Melt chocolate and butter over 
hot water.

Fis It Yourself

NE of the worst things you 
can do to someone who 
lives in a red brick house is 
to pour a gallon or so of white 
paint over the walls. This will not 
only get ’em mad but it will keep 
’em mad for a long time to come. 

Fresh paint can often be re- 
moved from brick and other ma- 
sonry surfaces with an ordinary 
commercial paint remover. A s0- 
lution of two pounds of tri-so- 
dium phosphate to one gallon of 
water is also very effective. This 
is allowed to remain on the paint 
until the paint becomes soft. 
After this you go to work and do 
some scrubbing with a stiff wire 
brush and then rinse the area 
with fresh clean water. 

Old paint that has been around 
for some time is another matter. 
You might try first of all the 
paint remover or tri-sodium phos- 
phate solution. If neither of these 
seems to do much good then 
you'll have to go to work and 


scrub the paint off with steel 
wool. If you've got a lot of paint 
to remove you might consider 
having the stain removed by sand- 
blasting. 

Oil stains on brick can be re- 
moved by mixing one pound of 
tri-sodium phosphate to one gal- 
lon of water and then adding 
enough whiting to make a paste. 


This is applied over the stain to 


a depth of about 44 inch and left 
there for 24 hours. The paste is 
then removed and the surface 
washed with clean water.

Protecting Teeth 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


FINE to 15 minutes a day spent on brushing your teeth can 
N save you hours in the dentist’s chair. A few minutes with 
‘your dentist periodically can also save valuable teeth and 
lessen the time he spends filling your. cavities. Fluorine in 
your city’s water supply will save your child’s teeth from de- 
cay. All this is the meaning of recent studies on tooth decay. 
One part of fluorine per million parts of water in your 
city’s water supply will prevent two thirds of the usual tooth 
decay in children under 10 and about one third in the 10- to 
12-year-olds. There is no evidence that it affects adults’ 
teeth. 
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“FLUORINATED WATER doubles the number of children 
having no tooth decay at all. These are the results in New- 
burgh, N. Y., where the water fluorination tests have been 
going on four years. Similar results have shown up in Grand 
Rapids, Mich., and Sheboygan, Wis. 

The American Dental Association, the American Medical 
AsSéciation, the ‘National Research Council, the American 


Public Health Association and the United States Public Health 


Service are among the agencies indorsing water fluorination 
for preventing toath decay. 


ONE RECENT STUDY indicates that fluorine applied to 
adults’ teeth by the dentist cuts tooth decay in half. These 
tests were on 139 dental students from 18 to 40 years old. 
Half the teeth of each student were treated with fluoride. 
The other half weren’t treated in order to check on fluoride 
effect. 

Fourteen months later, the teeth treated with sodium 
fluoride solution had only about half as many decayed spots 
or new fillings as did the untreated teeth. Other studies show 
that the effect is even greater on young children’s teeth. It 
“apparently lasts about three years. 3 

The way your dentist applies the fluoride is simple. He 
first cleans your teeth with pumice and a revolving cup or 
brush on his electric dental engine. Then he packs cotton 
rolls around them to keep the saliva off and dries them with 
an air blast. The teeth are then wetted with a very dilute 
watery solution of sodium fluoride. This is allowed to dry 
for three minutes. ae. 

Newer recommendations are that this should be repeated, 
except for the tooth cleaning, a total of four times at intervals 
of two days to a week. Children should have this done at age 
3 to protect their milk teeth, and at ages 7, 10 and 13 to treat 
new groups of permanent teeth as they come in. 

The younger the child when the treatment is first used, 
the more effective it is in preventing tooth decay. However, 
the recent study indicates that it may be of some use even in 
adults.

ADULTS CAN PROTECT their teeth by making a tooth- 
brush as much a pocket tool as a knife or a fingernail file. 
The idea is to brush your teeth within 10 minutes after you 
have eaten or drunk any food. Morning and night brushing, 
taking place before eating and hours after eating does not 
. prevent tooth decay. Tooth damage from food occurs within 
one and one-half hours after eating. 

Most authorities now agree that tooth decay is caused by 
fermentation of food particles remaining on and between the 
teeth after eating and drinking. The acids produced pene- 
trate hard tooth enamel of the tooth and allow damaging 
germs to get through. If you brush out food particles, there 
is nothing to ferment. Your hard tooth enamel remains an 
-4mpregnable defense against the decay-producing germs. 

If brushing isn't possible, you ought to rinse your mouth 
thoroughly with water after each eating or drinking. It
